Last Monday night brought to this: 
region one of ‘the. heaviest - wind- 
storms in our history. Windows were 


smashed, trees. uprooted. or broken; : 
telephone and electric. service: dis-: 


rupted, afid many buildings ‘either, 
partially or_ completely wrecked.. 

In East Jordan the severest dam- 
age occurred at: the Rast Jordan Co- 
operative Company's offiée and ware- 

house about 3:00 a. m. Tuésday. -The 
wind was blowing.a ‘gale from the 
south. A Harticularly: hepvy.. gust 
raised the, entire large flat-top roof 
and. toppled it: upside down in the 
street in front. The brick walls crum- 
bled under. the excess weight, ‘part of 
the brick and. cement smashing into 
the large platform scales in front of 
the building. The: north and | east 
walls were badly shattered. It took 
a large erew of men to clear this 
main highway by noon, Tuesday. The 
large stock of merchandise has been 
transferred, in the. main, to the old 
warehouse. building. 

The old. buildings -at the former 
Chemical Co, plant were badly wreck- 
ed by the storm. The entire roof of 
the large retort building was blown. 
quite a-distance all-in one piece while | 

. the brick’ building that formerly 
housed the power plant was. com- 
pletely demolished. 
Many windows were smashed. One 
of the plate glass windows at Bra- 
bant’s store was smashed.’ The wood- 
-en-stack on the buttermilk dryer at 
the Jordan Valley ‘Creamery was 
blown ‘dewn, Other business: places 
were victims of minor wreckage. 
Many homes throughout this region 
had windows blown in. Trees’ toppled 
like jack-straws.

‘MIGHTY ROME: 
Plans Awry 


Apparently confident of a speedy 
capitulation, Rome began to talk of 
peace terms as soon as the first 
Fascist legions crossed the Alba- 
nian border to enter Greece. Rome 
implied dissension would bring the 
Greek to heel. Premier John Me- 
taxas, power behind the throne, was 
expected to resign. King George, 
so the Italia story went, would ab- 
dicate, bestowing the crown on his 
brother, Prince Paul, 37, and mar- 
ried. to a German princess. 

But the Greeks had a word for it. 
The. word was ‘‘no.” They refused 
to eapiulats. Italian forces gained 


They were doing a lot worse at oth- 
er points. On the Koritza-Florina 
road the Greeks caught the Fascist 
flank in a vice and pinched it until 
both sides were fighting far — 
Albanian territory and 
rear was threatened.

PEACEFUL-LONDON: 
Is This War? 


The Axis air attack on London 
played on a limited scale while war 
was being made in tthe Balkans. 
Fewer and fewer were the attacks 
by the Luftwaffe. On one Sunday 
only a single German plane eroaaed 
the channel. 

But the British attack on Germs 
ny was not lessened. The British 
air ministry said the hardest blows 
of the war-were being struck at Ber- 
lin railroad centers and power, sta- 
tions. Tons of bombs also were 
dropped in the industrial Ruhr and 
at Nazi invasion points in the Neth- 
erlands, Belgium and ‘France. One 
day the German ministry of propa- 
ganda and public enlightenment ad- 
mitted the loss of- eight German 
planes to four British.

Simple Routine 


For trainees now going off to an- 
swer the call of the draft, the first 
five days will.be devoted.to fitting 
them into the groove which they 
will occupy during the next’ year. 
During these five days.the trainee 
will ,80 through the operation known 
as “processing.” This includes’ in- 
oculation, vaccination and blood 
test. He wilt be. issued a uniform, 
shoes and blankets; an identification 
tag will be made out and he will 
be assigned.a serial number. 

Also he will be interviewed ex- 
tensively, and be given an ‘intelli- 
gence record. His schooling, ath- 
letic ability, hobbies and civilian 
occupation will be recorded, and he 
will be offered a special form of 
life. insurance. 

When these records are complete 
his time at the reception center will 
have been served. The records will 
be sent to a group of officers who 
have been specially trained in or- 
ganizing new battalions and regi- 
ments. From perforated ‘cards pre-

NAVY PREPARES: 
Ship Buying 

Since July 1, the navy has pur- 
chased 113 merchant ships, yachts, 
tugs, tankers, and other auxiliary 
vessels, It is the greatest ship buy- 
ing program since the World war. 
Some yachts have been purchased 
for $1, including teakwood decks and 
tile bathrooms, For one commercial 
freighter, $7,000,000 was paid. 

The navy needs many of these 
small ships to accompany fighting 
eraft for fueling and servicing, as 
well as submarine chasers in nar- 
-row waters and off dangerous 
coasts. Nine of the most modern 
tankers in the world were purchased 
from the Standard Oil company, 

In addition the maritime commis- 
sion has placed contracts for the 
construction of 174 ocean-going 
steamships with a gross tonnage of 
about 1,900,000. Of these, 47 al- 
ready are completed, and 95 pez 
cent of the others could be com- 
missioned immediately on an emer 
gency.

Industrial Saar Region 7%: 
Is Political ‘Powder Keg’ 
The Saar, a rich and long-contest- 
ed region between northeast France 
and Germany west of the Rhine, has 
been called a ‘powder keg” of Eu- 
rope. Lying athwart a natural route 
from. Germany to western Europe, 
it'has offered an international high-. 
road for both armies and trade. The 
Saar's. greatest strike occurred in 
1823 .when 175,000, miners quit for 
more than three months in sympa- 
thy with workers of the Ruhr, dis- 
_. trict, fhen occupied by France. - 
‘Romans and Gauls fought early 
Germanic tribes in what is now the 
Saar: area. 
Louis XIV and Napoleon marched 
that way;. so did German forces ir 
. the Franco-Prussian war, and the. 
Allies during the World war, ‘ 
For. the most part, however, the 
Saar has been German territory, oc- 
cupied by Germans, except at rare 
. intervals, for more than a thousand 
years before the peace of Versailles. 
“Under the terms of that treaty, when 
the region was taken from Germany 
after the World war, it was placed 
under a League of Nations commis: 
sion, with the provision that a pleb- 
iscite should be held 15 years later. 
In 1935 this vote,
